The Natio nal Student Asso ciatio n has just released 
so me ey e o p ening findings. A survey they made sho wed 
that there were at least 221 majo r demo nstratio ns at 101 
co lleges and universities invo lving 38 .911 students fro m 
January 1 to June 15 this y ear. 
The survey included o nly firsttim e o ccurrences o n 
fo ur-y ear co llege camp uses led by students and includ­ 
ing 35 o r mo re p articip ants. 
But the mo st significant 
finding o f all was that the to tal p articip ants made up 
o nly 2.6 p er cent o f the students enro lled in the co lleges 
invo lved. 
Less than three in 100 students at these co lleges to o k 
p art in the demo nstratio ns that gave American camp us 
life a black ey e. aro used the who le co mmunity , and p ro ­ 
duced the imp ressio n that o ur y o uth had go ne hay wire. 
When as a m atter o f fact, by the testimo ny o f the Na­ 
tio nal Student Asso ciatio n, the central o rganizatio n o f 
itudent go vernments, the vast majo rity o f students 
shunned the rio ting and demo nstrating and left it to the 
infinitesimal few o n each camp us. 
Once again, this is evidence that a determined few 
who are o rganized and ruthless can create a furo r and 
p ro duce results far mo re than their number warrants. 
It is no t majo rity rule, it is no t even a balanced mino rity 
rule, it is o ligarchical rule—a tiny gro up who deter­ 
mined to rule o r ruin. They were aided and abetted by 
a few faculty members and to gether they made eno ugh 
no ise to fo o l the co untry into believing that it was in the 
hands o f unruly y o uth.

Upswing in Crime 


With the FBI rep o rting a co ntinued up sw ing in c r im e - 
acco unted fo r largely by an increase in crimes o f vio ­ 
lence—it is unbelievable that gro up s o f citizens in so me 
metro p o litan cities are seeking co ntro l o f p o lice by 
elected neighbo rho o d bo ards. 
Whenever crime gets o ut o f co ntro l in big cities, the 
cry is raised that City Hall is resp o nsible, and must free 
the p ro fessio nal heads o f the p o lice dep artment to p ro tect 
the city . Imagine the co nfusio n if every p o lice p recinct 
was directed by an elected bo ard, each bo ard free to di­ 
rect. p ro mo te and discip line the p o lice in its p recinct. 
And what a cinch fo r criminals to infiltrate the bo ards by 
running their henchmen to do their dirty wo rk! 
Well, a reco mmendatio n o f an o rganizatio n called the 
Black United Fro nt, in the federal cap ital, fo r lo cal co n­ 
tro l o f p o lice has just been rejected by the Po licemen’s 
Asso ciatio n o f the District o f Co lumbia, and no wo nder. 
With 14 p recincts in Washingto n. 14 different neighbo r­ 
ho o d p o lice bo ards, each running the p o lice detachment 
in their p recincts, wo uld create a co nditio n twice co n­ 
fo unded. 
The p o lice wo uld be dizzy try ing to do their 
jo bs under such circumstances. 
New Yo rk City is exp erimenting with neighbo rho o d 
scho o l bo ards, and that is bad eno ugh since it means dif­ 
fering standards o f educatio n fo r each district. But fo r 
the p o lice to be under such bo ards is imp o ssible.

sho ws ho w far so me gro up s have go ne astray in their 
thinking abo ut lo cal o p tio n.

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Estimate and Surcharge 


For the 6.2 million taxpayers who file estimates of 
taxes out of the total of 72 million taxpayers in the na­ 


tion. the surcharge tax catches up with them September 
15. That is when their third quarterly estimated pay­ 
ment is due, and it is the earliest time when they could 
have included the surcharge in their estimates. 
There are some things to take into consideration when 
estimating and paying your third quarter tax. First, the 
individual tax was effective retroactively to April I. 
That means that three-fourths, or 7.5 per cent is due and 
payable this year. 
But since there are two quarters 
remaining this year, each payment will be 3.75 per cent, 
not the 2.5 per cent that would have been due for a sin­ 
gle quarter of the IO per cent surcharge, had it been 
effective for the whole year. 
There is a penalty for failing to estimate sufficient 
taxes and paying them in installments. 
Interest is 
charged on underestimates, a technical matter about 
which it is wise to consult an income tax agent. 
It is 
also possible at the final payment for the fourth quarter 
January 15 to file an amended estimate and pay all 
arrears. But if they show a big amount due, it may be 
risky. Play it safe. Estimate the top amount. 
Better 
get a rebate than a penalty. 


They Were So Few 


The National Student Association has just released 
Borne eye opening findings. A survey they made showed 
that there were at least 221 major demonstrations at 101 
colleges and universities involving 38,911 students from 
January I to June 15 this year. 
The survey included only first time occurrences on 
four-year college campuses led by students and includ­ 
ing 35 or more participants. 
But the most significant 
finding of all was that the total participants made up 
only 2 6 per cent of the students enrolled in the colleges 
involved. 
I .ess than three in IOO students at these colleges took 
part in the demonstrations that gave American campus 
life a black eye, aroused the whole community, and pro­ 
duced the impression that our youth had gone haywire. 
When as a matter of fact, by the testimony of the Na­ 
tional Student Association, the central organization of 
student governments, the vast majority of students 
shunned the rioting and demonstrating and left it to the 
infinitesimal few on each campus. 
Once again, this is evidence that a determined few 
who are organized and ruthless can create a furor and 
produce results far more than their number warrants. 
It is not majority rule, it is not even a balanced minority 
rule, it is oligarchical rule—a tiny group who deter­ 
mined to rule or rum. They were aided and abetted by 
a few faculty members and together they made enough 
noise to fool the country into believing that it was in the 
hands of unruly youth. 
To paraphrase a famous saying, never did so few do 
so much to so many. It should not be tolerated.

With the FBI reporting a continued upswing in c r im e - 
accounted for largely by an increase in crimes of vio­ 
lence- it is unbelievable that groups of citizens in some 
metropolitan cities are seeking control of police by 
elected neighborhood boards. 
Whenever crime gets out of control in big cities, the 
cry is raised that City Hall is responsible, and must free 
the professional heads of the police department to protect 
the city. Imagine the confusion if every police precinct 
was directed by an elected board, each board free to di­ 
rect. promote and discipline the police in its precinct. 
And what a cinch for criminals to infiltrate the boards by 
running their henchmen to do their dirty work! 
Well, a recommendation of an organization called the 
Black United Front, in the federal capital, for local con­ 
trol of police has just been rejected by the Policemen’s 
Association of the District of Columbia, and no wonder. 
With 14 precincts in Washington. 14 different neighbor­ 
hood police boards, each running the police detachment 
in their precincts, would create a condition twice con 
founded. The police would be dizz> trying to do their 
jobs under such circumstances. 
New York City is experimenting with neighborhood 
school boards, and that is bad enough since it meant dif­ 
fering standards of education for each district. But for 
the police to be under such boards is impossible. 
It 
shows how far some groups have gone astray in their 
thinking about local option.

President Johnson has been 
criticized by Austria for not

This may account for the fact 
that on August 30 President 
Johnson, in a speech at San 
Antonio, 
Texas,

against

“ It is clear to me that the

United States, and point out

SOO,OOO W arsaw P act troops 
across its northern borders. 
The 
A ustrian 
officials

that, even if the occupation

vakia, the Soviets will still 
keep large forces along the 
A ustria Czech border, and this 
h n ’t very com fortable. What 
the Vienna governm ent would 
like

Am erican statem ent that the 
United States will not tolerate 
any change in the status quo 
of the neutral zones in E u­ 
rope. 
France 
also

There is a fear expressed in 
P aris. M oreover, that the next 


country to be invaded will be 
Rom ania. West G erm any, too. 
is disturbed by recent develop­ 
m ents in Czechoslovakia. 
Meanwhile, officials of the 
North Atlantic Treaty O rgan­ 
ization ore beginning to re­ 
vise their defense plans and 
to call for a new pronounce­ 
ment of policy by the United 
States 
with

retention of troops in Europe. 
Since last M arch m ore than 
30,000 Am erican troops have 
been pulled out and relocated 
in the United States. It has

said

But the Soviet

vasion has convinced NATO 
officials that the United States 
m ilitary forces would 
have 
arrived to late if a Soviet 
attack had been begun against 
any of the NATO countries.

Drew 
American Legion Can 
Help Negro Veteran

D ear Deke: 
I am writing to you as one 
of the leaders of the American 
Legion because I 
recall 
so 
vividly the wonderful job the 
Legion 
did 
in 
the 
years 
following the w ar when we 
com bined to send the Tide of 
Toys to the children of war- 
torn Europe. 
It seem s to me that the 
Legion, on the eve of its 50th 
anniversary convention, faces 
another 
great 
opportunity, 
this one right here at home. 
Today 
several 
thousand 
N egro veterans are returning 
from 
Vietnam 
w here 
they 
fought 
valiantly 
side-by-side 
with white soldiers. But back 
here 
they 
frequently 
find 
t h e m s e l v e s without jobs, 
w i t h o u t 
the 
necessary 
training, without advice and 
without friends. 
Most 
distressing 
of 
all, 
m any of them feel unwanted 
in their com m unity. 
In my opinion, and as a 
m em ber of the Legion, this 
presents 
us 
with 
an 
op­ 
portunity 
which 
no 
other 
organization can m eet so well. 
I recognize, of course, that 
t h i s 
idea 
m ay 
present 
problem s to some posts in 
some parts of the country. 
But 
long 
ago we 
m et the 
problem of the “ 40 and 8“ 
and kicked it out because it 
refused to drop its policy of 
segregation. 
I 
recognize also that the 
Legion has had a reputation 
of concentrating on hi jinks, 
w ater 
bags, 
electric 
prods, 
etc., at its national convention 
which, however, is unfair. It 
was the “ 40 and 8” which 
chiefly went in for tomfoolery. 
N evertheless, the link between 
the legion and frivolity has 
prevailed in the public mind. 
R egardless 
of 
public 
im ­ 
pressions. 
however, 
an 
ex­ 
trem ely 
im portant 
problem 
lies ahead for the nation and 
for all veterans. 
N egroes’ Combat Record 
A pproxim ately 40.000 Negro 
veterans have now returned 


from Vietnam. Their record 
in Vietnam rates as high a i 
any white soldiers. Because 
in 
proportion 
to 
the 
per­ 
centage 
of 
our 
population, 
m ore Negroes were 
in the 
front line than whites. 
Negroes com prise ten per 
cent of the population, and 
Defense 
Departm ent 
figures 
show that Negroes com prise 
9.8 per cent of the troops in 
Vietnam. 
However, 
Negroes 
m ake up 20 per cent of the 
com bat troops, and 25 per 
cent of the specially trained 
elite units such as front line 
supervisors and paratroopers. 
Negro 
soliders 
killed 
in 
battle com prise 14 per cent 
of the total casualties. 
This is a record of which 
the Negro race can be proud. 
Furtherm ore, 
every 
white 
com bat soldier testifies to the 
courage 
of 
Negro 
troops. 
N aturally they return to the 
United States proud of their 
record and feeling that they 
deserve some recognition. 
The 
New 
Yorit 
Times 
recently conducted a cross­ 
country 
survey 
of 
Negro 
veterans after their return: 
and as reported by Thomas 
A. Johnson of the Times staff, 
the 
average 
Negro veteran 
feels that he “ comes back to 
SOS — the sam e old stuff. 
It’s 
business 
as 
usual in 
Am erica, 
and 
business 
as 
usual m eans the black people 
are going to catch hell.” 
This should not happen. In 
the first place Negro veterans 
deserve better treatm ent. In 
the second place, to let Negro 
veterans become 
Jobless or 
frustrated is dangerous. They 
could 
swell 
the 
ranks of 
teenage 
troublem akers 
who 
m ake up the ranks of looters 
in our biig cities. On the other 
hand, 
they 
can 
become 
respected 
m em bers 
of 
the 
com m unity where 
they 
are 
particularly needed as police­ 
men. schoolteachers, and in 
various 
skilled 
trades 
and 
professions. 
Even 
the 
white 
veteran 
frequently has trouble finding 
himself, so you can imagine 
how much trouble (he Negro 
veteran has. 
I would suggest that Legion 
posts all over the country set 
them selves up as advisers in 
job training, job location, and 
in regard to housing. It should 
not be required that a Negro 
veteran join the Legion to get 


the benefit of this help. He'll 
probably join anyw ay. What 
we need to do js tp get the 
lists 
of 
returned 
veterans 
from the V eterans B ureau and 
seek the men out to offer help 
and guidance. 
We should do this before 
trouble starts, not afterw ard. 
Show th at the w hite m an can 
go into the ghetto, not sit in 
the board room s and wait for 
people to com e to bim. The 
white com m unity m ust hold 
out its hand to the black 
com m unity. Each Legionnaire 
m u s t 
become 
a 
racial 
M inutem an 
to 
head 
off 
. trouble, not use a gun later 
after trouble sta rts. 
If there is a com plaint of 
housing 
discrim ination 
in 
your com m unity, a Legion­ 
naire should be the first to 
help straighten it out, I have 
been 
associated 
for 
some 
years 
with 
Big 
B rothers, 
which w orks on tho policy 
of one m an helping one boy. 
P erhaps the sam e idea could 
be used by the Legion, one 
white buddy helping one black 
buddy. 
I 
repeat, 
the 
Legion 
is 
peculiarly suited for this kind 
of 
a 
program . 
It 
has 
thousands of posts all over the 
country. It has a constitution 
which sets these goals: “ To 
inoculate a sense of individual 
obligation to the com m unity, 
state and nation: to com bat 
the autocracy of both classes 
and m asses: to m ake right 
m aster m ight: to safeguard 
and transm it to posterity the 
principles of justice, freedom 
and dem ocracy." 
Nothing falls m ore perfectly 
within 
those 
goals 
than 
a 
helping 
hand 
to 
men 
who 
fought in foxholes shoulder to 
shoulder and now com e back 
to feel that, though wanted 
in war. they are spurned in 
peace. 
This is a goal far better, 
far 
more 
im portant 
than 
passing resolutions endorsing 
good Am ericanism or urging 
that Stokely C arm ichael 
be 
put 
in 
jail. 
In 
brief, 
the 
A m e r i c a n Legion, wrhose 
m em bers risked their lives to 
save 
their 
country 
on 
the 
battlefield, 
m ust 
now 
save 
their country 
from 
division 
and disruption here a t home. 
Please excuse the length of 
this letter, but 
it’s an im 
portant subject and I wanted 
to get it off my chest.

Henry J. Taylor Says 


Young People Are Victimized 


I've taken tear gas. plenty 
— in Greece. Spain, G erm any. 
Yugoslavia. Egypt. India and 
Japan — but when you get 
te a rg a sse d , 
as 
I 
was 
in 
Chicago's 
G rant 
Park, 
it's 
very different. And the whole 
thing is so tragic that you 
just cannot believe it is our 
country 
and 
that 
it’s 
hap­ 
pening to you. that these are 
A m ericans 
around 
you 
and 
that you are there. 
T ear gas. 
my friends, is 
rough. It is one thing to see 
it on TV, 
but it's another 
thing to get it. And that first 
fight was very rough, too. so 
let me just tell it as it was. 
For 
the 
TV 
gives 
only 
a 
distortion; 
and you' yourself 
have to be in the thing and 
experience it to get the feeling 
and the guts of w hat's hap­ 
pening. 
In the first place. I was in 
G rant P ark for several hours 
with 
those 
3000 
so-called 
hippies before anything was 
happening 
at 
all. 
and 
on 
through to the end, which was 
the gas and the clubbings. To 
my eyes, some looked awful 
in 
their 
g etu p s. 
They’re 
certainly 
sm all 
credit 
to 
them selves, they're insolent, 
and they know just enough 
to reason wrongly — but they 
are. 
by 
and 
large, 
not 
m ilitant. 
If I seem to defend the 
hippie, 
it 
is 
only 
because 
nobody with any experience 
in 
life 
could 
feel 
anything 
except pity for such waste, 
for such tragic blindness to 
the only values in life that 
can conceivably bring happi­ 
ness. security and any real 
sense of contribution. 
When the gas cloud hits, 
you feel it first in the terrible 
stinging in your eyes and the 
rush of w ater from your eyes, 
and then the burning in your 
mouth and throat, like fire. 
T hai's how you sta rt being 
helpless. 
In this first mom ent a frail 
young girl, about 18. sandle- 
foo'ed and w earing a blanket 
and beads, rushed up to me. 
“ Don’t rub your eyes!” she 
shouted. 
(I 
w asn't.) 
"T hat 
m akes it w orse.” 
How on earth could you be 
resem ful of that girl" 
You 
just felt like putting your arm 
around her and saying. “ Now 
look, let m e get you out of 
this mess. Come on. let me 
find you som ething to eat and 
a 
roof 
for 
the 
night; and 
take care of you wher* you’ll 


be safe and away from all 
this." 
T . 
There 
isn’t 
a 
responsible 
parent in this whole country 
who wouldn’t have the same 
feeling. 
This 
Is the sin. 
the un­ 
forgivable sin. of the m ilitant 
a n d 
totally 
unscrupulous 
organizers of the plans that 
were sure to lead to a fight 
- 
and there were at least 
50 such organizers in Grant 
P ark 
who 
m anipulate 
therq. These haranguers are 
to these young people exactly 
what the dope peddlers are 
to the addicts, and so far as 
I am concerned. I'd like to 
see every one of them locked 
up in the pentientiary. 
The m anipulators’ plan in 
G rant Park was to create a 
diversion outside the ring of 
guards who were restricting 
the whole assem blage to the 
park. 
You 
could 
walk 
out 
singly or in small numbers, 
but you could not get out by 
the hundreds to storm the 
streets 
"W all create a diversion."’ 
the 
m anipulators 
announced 
for a full hour, using bull 
horns. 
"We want volunteers. Come 
out one by one. Join up on 
the outside." 
When 
the 
m anipulators 


collected enough people op­ 
posite 
the 
Conrad 
Hilton 
Hotel, they m ade their move 
against 
the 
outside 
of 
the 
r i n g , 
a 
g u e rrilla * arfare 
t a c t i c 
of 
which 
the.*# 
m a n i p u l a t o r s are past 
m asters. 
To * stave 
off 
the 
ap 
proaching column, the police 
and soldier* in the ring had 
to turn around. This opened 
the hole for those inside the 
ring. 
What. then. were the police 
and soldiers supposed to do? 
Then cam e 
the 
te a r 
gas. 
There were clubbings, and I 
saw police brutality without 
a n y 
question 
w hatever, 
because some policem en are 
brutal 
and 
because 
others 
have 
provoked 
beyond 
all 
conceivable ability 
to w ith- 
stand the provocations. 
But It la sim ply not true 
that th^re was too big an 
arm ed force. It takes a very 
large 
guard 
to 
offset 
the 
m a n e u v e r s that today’s 
m anipulators use. Every last 
policem an 
and 
soldier 
in 
G rant Park turned out to be 
needed. 
The 
great, 
heartbreaking 
tragedy is that there 
is any 
elem ent in Am erica that can 
be victimized in this futile, 
awful way.

There are probably many 
diseases transmitted to man 
by pigeons but only a few 
have

recurrent pulmonary disease 
in some individuals charac­ 
terized by cough, shortness of 
breath, fever and shivering 
when exposed to excreta or 
pigeons.

lung which is caused by a 
fungus in the dust of mouldy 
hay. 
B. Ortitfcosts (pslttictsl*): 
.an acute infectious disease 
which may be fatal and is 
acquired from sick or healthy 
pigeons and psitticine birds.

by 
fever, cough, headache and 
occasionally a rash- Over 50 
per. cent of the pigeons in 
many major cities of the 
world have been shown to 
have been infected as a result 
of antibody testing. We have 
seen several cases in New 
York City and suspect that 
many 
go undiagnosed 
as

bronchitis or 
viral 
pneumonia. 
C. Cryptacoceosls: a fungus 
d I S e s e 
causing 
a 
mild 
pneumonia with rough and 
lever or severe and frequent­ 
ly fatal meningitis: 
Some 
mycologist* 
(specialists 
in 
fungus Infections) believe that 
the pneumonic form of the 
disease Is not uncommon hut 
fortunately 
the 
meningitic 
type is. It is particularly in 


individuals with other severe 
basic 
diseases 
that 
brain 
inflammation with this fungus 
occurs: The fungus is ex­ 
creted in the stool by many 
pigeons. 
D. Hlstoplasnesls: another 
fungal disease causing lung 
infections from which most 
individuals r e c o v e r . The 
fungus grows best in acid soil 
so that it is often not a major 
problem in the large cities.

Pigeon 
mites 
(der- 
manyasos 
gall Ina e): 
may 
cause dermititis 
(skin in- 
flamation) in people in con­ 
tact with these pests. Office 
workers exposed to these 
mites 
in 
buildings

pigeons nest have been af­ 
fected.

A v i a n 
tuberculosis: 
c a u s e s 
lung 
infections, 
enlargement of the lymph 
glands of the neck and is 
apparently contracted from 
pigeons on rare occasions. 
The organism is excreted into 
the soil via the fecal route. 
G. 
Several 
other 
viral, 
b a c t e r i a l and parasitic 
diseases are thought to be 
transmitted by pigeons but 
the relationship in this regard 
is not yet proven. 
H. Control of pigeons is a 
difficult matter 
for many 
reasons. Recently oral con­ 
traceptive pills were added 
to pigeon feed which reduces 
egg laying by 80 per cent.

acceptable to all interested 
parties.

I consented with the 
understanding that I would 
take no responsibility and that 
I was to get no payment for 
this permission. 
Since 1956 my wife and I 
have been operating a dude 
ranch at High Fails, under 
the 
name 
of 
Clove 
Valley 
Dude Ranch. We open the 
ranch about May 30th and 
close the day after Labor Day. 
In the normal operation of 
our dude ranch we hire horses 
for the use of our guests, and 
make 
sure 
that 
all 
the 
animals are well taken care 
of while in our custody. After 
Labor Day we return these 
horses to the owners. 
For 
personal reasons we did not 
open the dude ranch during 
the 1968 season. 
On Sunday, August ll. 1968. 
my caretaker 
was 
advised 
that 
many of 
the 
animals 
were roaming on the road and 
suggestion was made to him 
that he lock them in the bam 
for 
safety 
reasons. 
Sunday 
night he put five animals in 
the bam , which was the first 
and only time these animals 
were ever kept in the bam . 
My farm land consists of 
238 acres, all of which is good 
grazing 
land. 
There 
is 
a 
stream 
running 
thru 
the 
acreage, 
so 
that 
there 
is 
ample feed and water for five 
horses for grazing purposes.

article it would appear that 
I

a book just published in West 
Germany depicts the United 
States as a land of freedom, 
progress and promise. 
Entitled "The Americans," 
the 
book 
was 
written 
by 
Nobert Muhlen. an eminent 
German born 
newspaperman 
who has been reporting from 
t h e 
United 
States 
tor 
European 
publications 
for 
close to three decades. 
It 
is 
an 
objective 
and 
perciptive study in depth of 
t h e 
American 
‘‘national 
personality” and the habits, 
beliefs, 
illusions, 
ambitions 
and common purpose of the 
American people. 
Friendly, and yet critical, 
"The Americans’’ is uke* a 
breath of fresh air in the 
s t a g n a n t intellectual at- 
m o s p h e r e that currently 
plagues the United States. 
Like Professor Marcuse, the 
high priest of the New Left 
and rioting students, Muhlen 
also cam e to the United States 
as 
a 
refugee 
from 
Nazi 
Germany. 
But 
unlike Marcuse, 
who 
has 
only 
contempt 
for 
Am erica’s traditional values 
and 
democratic 
institutions, 
Muhlen sees the United States 
as the leader in hum anity’s 
quest 
for 
freedom 
and 
progress. 
He 
believes 
that 
American intellectuals, taking 
their cue from Marcuse and 
other arm -chair revolutionists, 
have been consistently guilty 
of presenting a false image 
of the United States. 
In his penetrating analysis, 
Muhlen compares "the power 
and influence" of present day 
i n t e l l e c t u a l s and vocal 
professors to the power of the 
economic 
"robber 
barons" 
who 
sought 
to 
dominate 
A m e r i c a n economic and 
spiritual life at the turn of 
the century. 
In an orgy of self hate, the 
intellectuals, white and black, 
borrow and copy half-baked 
revolutionary ideas from false 
and 
shallow 
prophets. 
But 
they 
ignore 
or 
discard 
American 
history 
and 
un- 
p r e c e d e n t e d 
s o c i a l 
achievement 
as 
"so 
much 
rubbish or historic souvenirs." 
Of course, as Muhlen sees 
it, Americans have negative 
traits. 
He 
believes, 
among 
other things, that they treat 
nature as "the enemy of the 
people." They are ever eager 
for change. They are ever 
impatient. 
Even 
the 
advocates 
of 
"black 
power,” 
who osten­ 
sibly seek a total break with 
A m e r i c a n 
history, have 
acquired such basic American 
traits 
as 
impatience, 
the 
i l l u s i o n 
that 
age long 
problems 
can 
be 
solved 
overnight and the tendency to 
exaggerate social evils. 
But the areas of strength 
in 
American 
society 
are 


vastly greater than the areas 
of 
weakness. 
If 
Americans 
m a k e 
as 
many 
grave 
mistakes as other people. th->y 
are more likely to correct 
them. Muhlen proves this by 
a detailed analysis of the past 
and present foreign policy of 
the United States. 
Nor does he agree, as the 
intellectuals 
c l a i m , 
that 
American society is “ sick" or 
that Americans have lost their 
way in a fast-changing world. 
Such 
views 
and 
prognosti­ 
cations 
are 
as 
old 
as 
America 
itself. 
What 
they 
indicate is 
that 
American 
society is still as eager to 
experiment and improve itself 
as ever before. 
‘ ‘ W h i l e 
America 
and 
A m e r i c a n s are growing 
older,” 
Muhlen 
concludes, 
“ they are still in their best 
years." 
His book, when it appears 
in 
an 
English 
translation, 
could 
be 
read 
with 
profit 
especially by the politicians 
and their pollsters who con­ 
stantly give bad ratings to the 
"American im age” abroad. 
The United States, Muhlen 
points out, is a great nation 
which 
need 
not engage 
in 
popularity contests. 
Moreover, 
in 
international 
relations, 
"prestige" 
is 
a 
relative concept. Compared with 
Russia’s sinking popularity even 
among Communists since the 
student 
riots 
in 
Europe 
and 
Moscow’s attempt 
to destroy 
Czechoslovaks >'s 
f r e e d o m , 
America’s image is bright in­ 
deed.
